The issue of a hog marketing board has caused consider 
able controversy among farmers, some agreeing with the 
Western Hog Growers Association and some supporting 
the FUA proposals and many individual farmers with 

reservations about certain of the ideas of both those 


organizations, 


The fact that farmers are individualistic and insist on 
doing their own thinking may make life difficult. for 
officials of the F,U,A, But in our view this independance 
Scores marks for the farmer, Thevast majority of union 
members in the big international unions never go near 
a meeting. Their leaders don’t have too much trouble 
herding them around, so long as they keep screaming 
for more money, Great numbers of them can also be 
persuaded to vote for a given political party and support 
it with funds, Not sowith the farmers, with whom anything 
that faintly resembles compulsion goes against the grain. 


On the other hand it is difficult to see how farmers 
can gain control of their own fatein present times unless 
they have greatly increased influence over the marketing 


of their products, 


Therefore it seems to us that they will have to act as a 
whole in the matter of establishing a Hog Marketing 
Board according to the expressed wishes of the majority. 
The same will be true of the proposed egg marketing 
plan, It is to be hoped the FUA will not take a gloating 
attitude, or attempt to use this victory as a method 
of ‘trying to silence those farmers who disagree with 
them over other issues in the future, At the same time 
we hope those who agreed with the Western Hog Growers 
Association will be able to swallow their dis appointment 
and bend their best efforts toward making the plan work 
and to improving it over the years, 
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the school board felt that the 
rental rates of .80¢ per

Weeds are on the decline at 
this time of year and the 
shortening days with crisp, 
cool nights provide ideal 
conditions for the growth 
of grass, In fact experi- 
ments carried out at the 
Plant Research Institute at 
Ottawa have shown clearly 
that turfgrasses establish 
most satisfactorily if sown 
between August 24 and Sept- 
ember 15, 

Before you are ready to 
sow the grass seed the area 
must be properly prepared, 
As you would not attempt to 
build a fine house on a weak 
foundation do not attempt to 
build a fine lawn on a poorly 
prepared seed bed, Remove 
all of the stones and debris 
including those large pieces 
of concrete that are often 
buried below the soil sur- 
face, If there is any top soil 
left, move it to one side, 
Then grade the land making 
sure that it slopes slightly 
away from the house, Avoid 
terraces, if possible, and 
fill in depressions or pock- 


ts 

Next dig or rototill the 
subsoil to a depth of five 
or six inches, Level the 
area off and add at least 
four inches of good top soil, 

As thesoil is being worked 
mix in a complete fertilizer 
such as 10-6-4 or 6-9-6 at 
the rate of two pounds of 
nitrogen to 1,000 square feet 
of lawn surface, This would 
be 20 pounds of 10-6-4 and 
34 pounds of 6-9-6, Select 
a fertilizer which has at 
least half the nitrogen in an 
organic or slow release 
form, If your soil appears 
to lack humus, work in or- 
ganic materials such as good 
compost, peat moss or leaf 
mold at the same time that 
you add the fertilizer,

Rake or grade a new seed 
bed after rototilling so that 
no hollows, mounds or de- 
pressions exist, There is no 
need to rake and rake to get 
a dusty, pulverized surface, 
A ‘pebbled’ type surface 
helps to prevent washing of 
the seeds during heavy rains 
and will not cake on drying, 

The finished lawn will not 
be any better than the 
grasses planted therein, 
Select a good mixture of 
turfgrass seed for your 
lawn, 

For prairie conditions 
where irrigation is not pos- 
sible a mixture containing 
20% Kentucky bluegrass, 
20% creeping red fescue and 
60% Russian wild ryegrass 
should be used, 

Seeding can best be done 
with a mechanical seeder 
which one can often rent 
from a local garden centre 
or borrow from aneighbour, 
Sow half the seed in one 
direction and the other half 
in the opposite direction, 
The area should then be 
raked lightly with a leaf 
rake to incorporate the 
seeds and rolled lightly. 

Keep the seed bed moist, 
but not heavily saturated 
after seeding, until the grass 
becomes well established, 
Sprinkle lightly and often 
rather than applying the occ- 
asional heavy spray, 

On steep slopes or terr- 
aces use a mulch of chopped 
Straw 1 or 2 straws thick 
to prevent erosion of soil 
and seeds, Alternatively, 
terraces may best be sodd- 
ed, Any covering that is 
loose enough to admit rain 
and some sunlight and yet 
prevent the drying out or 
washing out of the seed may 
be used, Germination of the 
seeds should take place in 
two weeks,

Advice on buying 


dish washers 


by Consumers’ Association of Canada 


Each year, the average homemaker washes and dries 
48,000 dishes, cutlery, glasses, pots and pans spending 
225 hours at the sink to do it! 

Is it any wonder that sales of automaticdishwahers are 
rising rapidly? 

The automatic dishwasher has been developed to a 
highly reliable appliance and becomes a piece of equip- 
ment that represents many hours of extra time for more 
significant activity, 

There are two basic advantages of having an automatic 
dishwasher, First, you will save yourself some time, 
Second, you will have a healthier situation inyour home, 

The first is obvious - it is simply a matter of a machine 
taking over achore, The second is not so obvious ~ but the 
facts are, that dishwashers use water at a far higher 
temperature than hand-washing can bear, and use deter- 
gents with a higher cleansing power than is possible 
in hand dishwashing, The result is cleaner dishes from 
the bacteria point of view, 

It is important to realize there are some prerequisites 
for automatic dishwashers, These are: 

* An adequate hot water supply of atleast 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit on arrival at the machine, 

* Delivery of from 1,7 gallons to2 gallons of water per 
each wash cycle and each rinse cycle, 

* A water pressure of between 16 and 125 pounds per 
square inch depending upon the particular machine to be 
purchased, 

Onee you have decided you want an automatic dish- 
washer, there is an initial choice to be made even before 


you begin to shop around, There are three kinds available 

* The built-intype: designed for permanent installation 
and usually built right into the kitchen counter, You may 
have to have some carpenter work done to fit it into an 
assigned space and there will be some installation charges 
It saves space, You don’t have to plug in connections 
(water and power) each time you use it but it is usually 
considered a fixture and part of the house, so if you 
move == it doesn’t move with you, 

* The portable type: can be moved around at will and 
you don’t have to remodel the kitchen when you buy it, 
It is attached by a dual hose to the kitchen faucet and 
drains into the sink, There is no installation expense 
and you can take it with you when you move, 

* The convertible type: this can be moved about 
just as a portable but can be installed as an under- 
counter, permanent type, when you wish, The big advan- 
tage of this type is that you can buy now and install later 
if you have another house in your future, 

Dishwashers are either top-loading or front-loading 
Both types are convenient, Which to buy comes down 
to personal preference with the exception of the under- 
counter type which must be a front-loader, To avoid 
the possibility of excessive filling with water and sub- 
sequent flooding in the event the timer fails to advance 
at the appropriate time following filling, or if the drain 
pump fails to function, the dishwasher should be equip- 
ped with a water-level control, It is especially impor- 
tant to have this device on a front-loading dishwasher 
because of the relatively low opening through which 
overflow can occur, 

Dishwashers come from the very basic style to the 
very fancy types, The more special features you want, 
the higher the price will be, Exotic decorator colors 
are available from all manufacturers, Wooden cutting 
boards are on the lids of some models and are very 
convenient, A useful feature is a by-pass on the fauce 
et which allows you to draw water from the tap even 
though the dishwasher hose is connected, 

Some models finish the cycles with the lid open, 
thus allowlng excessive moisture to escape and dishes 
to dry, This could be a desirable feature, Still others 
come equipped with a heating device to heat the water 
if it is not hot enough coming from the tap, Constant 
use of this item is most uneconomical, powerwise, 
which reinforces the statement made earlier that a

Moving costs 


choose wisely 


by Consumers’ Association of Canada, 

Modern civilization is becoming more mobile, and 
moving is a big expenditure that needs close scrutiny, 

‘Timing your move is an important factor -- 70 per 
cent of all household moves take place between June 15 and 
September 15 with peak periods the first and last days 
of the month, So try to plan well ahead and make your 
arrangements as soon as possible, 

There are several different s of moving, First, 
there’s the inexpensive do-it-yourself type for moving 
household goods locally (or even for longer distances) 
by rented truck, You provide drivers and helpers 
and do your own packing, This type of moving will be 
cheaper but you stand a good chance of damaging your 
possessions, 

Moving by rail can also be less expensive than by 
a moving company, but becomes a bit complicated as 
you must crate and pack everything to railroad specifi- 
cations, A shipment by rail can take over twice as long as 
one by truck, Goods may be handled as much as three 
times, which can result in damage to the goods being 
moved, 

Moving van firms may be large or small, independent 
or affiliated with, or fachised by, large van-line organi- 
zations, Moves are classified in two ways =~ ‘‘local’”’ -- 
where rates are charged by the hour, depending on size 
of van and the number of men hired, For ‘‘long-distance’’, 
rates are charged on 100 Ibs, weight per distance travel- 
led, 


If the move is a long-distance one, investigate the des~ 
tination agent as well as the firm you consider for your 
move, because it may be an entirely different company, 
Also be sure to get the complete name, address and 
telephone numbsr of both the carrier and destination 
agent, Be sure the carrier knows how and where you 
can be reached at all times until the shipment is 
delivered, 

Ensure banking arrangements are such that you can 
have a certified cheque, money order or travellers cheque 
at your destination to pay the carrier, 

Be on hand the day of the move, to supervise the 
moving closely, On delivery day you or your authorized 
agent must be on hand with the house key when the movers 
arrive, Supervise the unloading and indicate where art- 
icles and containers are to be placed, The carrier is 
only required to do this once, If there is more than one 
storey, the right decision can save back-wrenching work 
later. Packing materials must be removed by the carrier. 


As an industry, the moving people in Canada seem 
to honestly try to do a professional job, If there is one 
guiding rule to cover all aspects of moving from your 
point of view, it is to be aggressive and read the fine 
print, 

Months of investigation, interviews and reporting went 
into a survey on household moving by members of the 
Consumers’ Association of Canada, The foregoing is 
just a small part of an extensive study which we be- 
lieve will help consumers who have to make a move,

for flax 


A low level of available 
phosphorus in the soil may 
be the reason for a flax 
crop failing to measure up 
to expectations, 

If a soil test shows the 
level to be low, the problem 
can be remedied by adding 
phosphorus fertilizer, Stud- 
tes at the CDA’‘s Research 
Station at Brandon, have pin- 
pointed the methods of fer- 
tilizer application that will 
produce the biggest res- 
ponse by flax, reports L.D, 
Bailey, soils specialist at 
the station, 

Four methods were used 
to apply various rates of 
phosphorus (11-480 and 
11-55-0) in the studies: 

* Placing the phosphorus 
with the seed (up to 20 Ibs, 
of P205 per acre); 

* Side-banking the phos- 
phorus with the seed; 

* Broadcasting phos- 
phorus and working it into 
the soil prior to seeding; 


Phosphorus needed 


* Placing the phosphorus 
below the seed, 

On non-calcareous soils, 
good yield response was 
obtained when phosphorus 
was applied by side-banding, 
broadcasting or placing it 
below the seed, The last 
produced the best results 
and when the fertilizer was 
applied in this manner at a 
rate of 60 pounds of P205 
per acre the yield amounted 
to 500 pounds more per 
acre than that from the un- 
treated control plots, 

Response to phosphorus 
was not as good on cal- 
careous soils regardless of 
the method of application 
used, But here again, re- 
sults were best when the 
phosphorus was applied 
below the seed, This method 
and an application rate of 
60 pounds of P205 per acre 
produced yields that topped 
those from the control plots 
by about 190 pounds per 
acre, Side banding or plac- 
ing the phosphorus with the 
seed had no effect on yields 
on these soils,
